Growers Given Chance To.

‘SMOKE MEASURING 
DEVICE WILL BE 
NUDE. AVALABE 


Giving local citrus growers an- 
other opportunity to test their 
heating equipment with a smoke 
measuring device, a demonstration 
will be held at the Liberty Groves 
Operating corporation, Hast Nine- 
teenth street, Oct. 26. The smoke- 
measuring machine was used in a 
demonstration during the summer. 


Since then, however, the county 
has adopted an ordinance prohib- 
iting the use of heaters that dis- 
charge more than one gram of un- 
consumed carbonaceous matter 
per minute. Ontario has also 
adopted such an ordinance but the 
Upland city council is awaiting 
further study before taking action. 

Growers will have an opportun- 
ity to have their heaters tested 
with the smoke measuring ma- 
chine. The exhibition will deter- 
mine what growers will have to 
do in order to make their equip- 
ment conform with the standards 
set up by the county law. 

The county supervisors will have 
one of the testing devices for use 
in measuring the smoke during 
orchard heating and the officers 
are to enforce the ban on the use 
of smoke-producing equipment. 

The heaters will be tested dur- 
ing the morning’s program. In 
the afternoon, a report on the find- 
ings will be given. W. R. Schoon- 
over and J. P. Fairbanks, spec- 
jalists in the agricultural exten- 


sion service, will be in charge. The | Upon

Dr. John Anderson, in Charge 
Of Construction, Relates 
Interesting Points 


Dr. John A. Anderson of 
tech university, Pasadena, execu- 
tive head of construction of the 
world’s largest telescope now be- 
ing built on Palomar mountain 
in San Diego county, honored the 
Upland Rotary club at ite meet- 
ing today ncon at the Upland Inn 
by eddressing that organization 
and telling of that great enter- 
prise, showing a number of 
stereopticon views of the telescope, 
buildings, ete. Dr. Anderson 
spends half of his time at Palo- 
mar and the other half at the 
famoug Mt. Wilson observatory 


&s one of the assistants of Dr. 
Hale, in charge there. 

Dr. Anderson, who was intro- 
duced by Edward E. Gray, pro- 
gram chairman of today’s meet- 
ing, stated it was only fitting 
that this large telescope should 
be built in this part of the coun- 
try because it is so far ahead of 
any other section in this rezard. 
He reviewed the establishment 
of other similar observatories, 
notably the first, Lick observa- 
tory, first in the west, which was 
established in 1885 on Mt. Ham- 
ilton near Berkeley and San 
Jose. Telescopes built previous 
to this were erected in cities, but 
Dr. Anderson pointed out the 
natural advantages of having 
j; such an institution away from 
the light, noise, vibrations of the 
city. Since then others have 
been similarly located. Two years 
‘were taken in the search for the 
best location for the immense 
200-inch telescope now being in- 
| stated on Palomar. The expense 
‘of the huge enterprise, which in- 
| cludes buildings and equipment

The Poor Must Pay 


“‘One of the gravest indictments of the Congress which has 
just adjourned is its refusal even to think about, our terrible 
tax mess,’’ writes John T. Flynn in a syndicated article. ‘‘This 
responsibility belongs to no special party—both great parties 
ran away from the subject. A politician is more frightened 
by taxation than by any other form of menace.’”’ Further on 
in his article, Mr. Flynn points to the ridiculous fallacy of the 
*‘soak the rich’’ policy of taxation. This may be good bait 
for uninformed voters, but as an economic possibility, to quote 
Mr. Flynn again, it ‘‘is the saddest of all illusions !’’ 

During the last fiscal year, federal, state and local taxes 
collected in the United States amounted to $12,500,000,000. If 
every person who had an income of $25,000 a year or more 
had been taxed to the limit—100 per cent—collections would 
have reached less than $4,000,000,000, one-third of the tax load. 
And if the government had confiscated 100 per cent of the in- 
eomes of all persons earning $5,000 a year or more—a sum 
which is certainly a far ery from riches—collections would have 
reached about $10,000,000,000, more than $2,000,000,000 less 
than the amount necessary to pay our extortionate tax bill. 

The taxpayer who provides the bulk of tax funds in this 
country, whether he knows it or not, is the average small sal- 
aried worker—the man or woman earning $20, $30 or $40 a 
week. Indirect taxes are the principal support of all units 
of government—taxes which are hidden in the cost of food, 
clothing, tobaceo, amusements, gasoline, beauty preparations 
and everything we use. The Twentieth Century Fund has found 
that a $1,000 wage earner in New York pays $123 in taxes; a 
$2,000 salary worker, $238; a $5,000 a year man, $618. and a 
$100,000 executive, about $60,000. 

We are not now paying anywhere near enough taxes to 
meet the present government expenditures—let alone reducing 
the colossal national debt, which has almost reached the $40,- 
000,000,000 mark. The people with medium incomes and those 
with the smallest pay are the ones who pay by far the largest 








portion of this tax—there aren’t enough rich men in the coun- 
try to pay it if you took all they have. Therefore, we—the 
common people—are the ones who are most interested in tax 


reduction. And there seems to be no indication that taxes will 
be reduced as long as Franklin D. Roosevelt has anything to 
do with running the affairs of the nation. He is the best 
promiser and the poorest fulfiller of promises the country has 
ever had in the White House.
